Folks, 


The SX-28 uses a directly heated rectifier, so the B+ will be 100V or more higher 
than normal during warm up, as the rectifier tube heats in under 5 seconds and the 
rest take more like 15-20. That's when you need 500 or 630V caps. I use 630V, 
don't what to have to change them again.
